Suggestion, to Survey the 
Packing Industry. 


MAY MEAN FEDERALCONTROL 


Present Indefinite Situation Al- 
most, Intolerable, Adminis- 
Sater Says in Letter.

for a chatige fn the Government's policy 
toward the meat industry. He urged 
the appointment, “which the President 
approved, of a board *‘ to study the en- 
tire situation with. regard to the meat 
industry and the steps that should be 
taken with regard thereto.’ 

This: board is. to be composed of. the 
Secretary of Agriculture, as representing 
the producer; the Chairman of the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission, as representing 
trade conditions; the Chairman of the 
Federal Tariff. Board, as representing 
economic theught; the Secretary of La- 
bor, as representing the civilian con- 
sumer, and the Food Administrator, as 
having to carry out any given policy de- 
termined upon. 

In his letter Mr. Hoover declared that, 
in ‘spite of the well-founded objection 
to any theory of price-fixing, the Amer- 
ican situation had reached a point where 
the volume of purchases controlled by 
a single agency amounted to price-fixing 
and that ‘‘ all theories go by the board.”’ 

Three Alternatives Faced. 


Abandonment of direction of war pur- 
chases and conservation measures, be- 
cause they affect prices; continuance of 
the present national policy, and stabiliza- 
tion of prices by the Government are the 
three alternatives ‘that must be faced, 
according to Mr. Hoover. 

The first, he declared, would be a tre- 
mendous relief to the Government, but 
would lead to a transfer of price influ- 
ence :to uncontrolled agencies, with a 
corresponding “harmful effect on the cost 
of living. 

That Mr. Hoover does not favor the 
second alternative, the system under 
which he is operating at present, is 
made plain in/the following quotation 
from his communication to the Presi- 
dent: 

‘‘This (the present policy ofthe Food 
Administration) is an almost intolerable 
situation for any Government official in 
criticism from both producer and con- 
sumer, and, with the growing volume of 
purchases, this criticism must increase. 
It permits of no’ constructive policy in 
production.”’ : 

The final course, according to Mr. 
Hoover, is the most important, both in 
the far-reaching effect that: it.may have 
on production and in its dangers. ‘ It is 
certain, he said; to assure the producer 
of fair returns, but may, through either 
a voluntary agreement -with the packers 
as to prices or through Government con- 
trol, involve the Government in some 
financial respopsibility in ‘speculative 
business. 

The question to be determined, the let- 
ter stated, is which of the’ alternatives 
will be the: maximum contribution to 
winning the .war, and this problem is the 
one to be placed before the commission, 
on account of Mr. Hoover’s expressed 
belief that this ‘‘ should not be .deter- 
mined at the opinion of any single indi- 
vidual; no matter how sincere and ear- 
nest the application of intelligence might

By Repulse Before 
Arras.

WAR CORRESPONDENTS’ HEAD- 
QUARTERS, Sunday, March, 31.—We 
now have knowledge that the attack 
on “Arras was prepared on a scale of 
enormous strength by divisions ar- 
ranged in depth, preceded by a bom- 
bardment as great as-that which fell 
upon any part: of the British line on

Seyen German divisions were in posi- 
tion north of the Scarpe atid twelve 
south, in an are around the defenses 
of Arras. I believe that their plan 
was for two divisions to capture the 
city, supported by. others following 
closely, whilé three divisions of storm 
troops were to rush through when the 
British battalions were heavily en- 


gaged or overwhelmed, and seize the 
heights of Vimy. 

The brunt of this attack, preceded 
by colossal gunfire, fell upon London 
troops and against these the German 
tides dashed and broke. By artillery 
fire, machine-gun fire, and.rifle fire, 
the engmy’s advancing waves. of men 
were swept to pieces, and though 
they came on again and again this 
massacre continued until at last it 
must have sickened even the high 
German officers directing the opera- 
tions from behind. Tie attacks died 
out and the night was quiet around 
Arras while the enemy collected: his 
wounded. 

Crushing Reverse for Germans. 

It was an utter defeat which will at 
least check German efforts around 
Arras, though they may be renewed 
with that ruthlessness as to loss of 
life to achieve a settled purpose which 
is one quality of German generalship. 

Yesterday there were a number of 
violent engagements which were de- 
cided mainly. in favor. of the British, 
and sent more victims to the German 
field hospitals. During the night of 
Friday enemy patrols apparently pene- 
trated into the-woods above Moreuil, 
on the River Avre, and yesterday 
bodies of British “cavalry moved for- 
ward to clear them out. They did this 
with skill and success and held their 
ground. 

Somewhat tater in the morning the 
Germans began an attack in the re- 
gion between Marcelcave and War- 
fusse, across’ the highroad from 
Amtens to St; Quentin. After heavy 
gunning, which lasted about ‘an hour, 
the British raked them with machine- 
gun fire and dispersed them. For a 
time they were quiet, but at 1:45, 
atter two more hours - of bombard- 
ment, they attacked again in greater 
strength, and again were beaten back 
with most bloody losses.

President Now May Ask 
for War Against Bulgaria

WASHINGTON, March 31.—It is 
expected that, President. Wilson «will 
soon appear before Congress with a 
recommendation f.- a declaration of 
war between ‘the United States and 
Bulgaria. ; 

Congress has been eeldy since De- 
cember to declare war on. both Bul- 
garia and Turkey. It only refrained 
from including these countries in the 
declaration against Austria because 
the President did not then consider 
it immediately practical. 

However, now that. it has. been of-. 
ficlally announced in Paris that Gen- 
eral ‘Pershing’s offer of American 
aid has -been accepted by General 
Foch and also announced. officially 
that Austrian and Bulgarian troops 
have been identified as being on the 
Franco-British front, it is believed 
the President will take action. 











April 2, that we began the battle of 
Arras and fought over that ground 
which is again our battlefield, and it 
Was a great anthem of gunfire which 
rose up to the sky on Easter morn. 

It would be unwise to exaggerate 
the enemy's losses, and I find it very 
difficult to get an exact idea of them, 
but it seems to me certain that since 
that Thursday morning when they 
launched their offensive, ten days ago, 
they have reached figures so high 
that the “enemy command must. be 
deeply anxious as to the morale of 
their men ‘and the outcome of this 
dreadful gamble with fate. 

-In. spite, too, of their progress over 
the old Somme battlefield, those bar- 
ren and blasted slopes where there is 
nothing worth capture and only one 
vast graveyard and one wide*stretch 
of hidedus lifenessness, ‘they have

Apart from all regrets at having had 
to fall back at all and at having suf- 
fered losses for which thére is mourn- 


ing’ in our hearts, because so many}| 


splendid mén have fallen on the field 
of honor—that terrible field of honor 
which ‘will be watered with tears for 
all time—we may at least rejoice that 
by~the skill of our fighting officers 
and the steady courage of our men our’ 
line was brought back unbroken, ‘and 
that all the way back to our present 
position the enemy was never able to 
strike through and roll: up large 
forces. It is true that he has taken 
many prisoners, not~so many as he 
claims, but -they were remnants of 
rearguards and isolated bodies and 
broken companies, not complete units 
or anything like groups of units divid- 
ed from the rest of the British Army. 


British Gaps Soon Filled. 

It was touch and go several times. 
Sometimes there were slight gaps be- 
tween the. British units for a short 
time, through which. the enemy tried 
to break, but always the gaps were 
filled at the psychological moment by 
heroic efforts. By constant rearguard 
actions, stoutly fighting, the with- 
drawal was covered, 

Nothing in all this battle was finer 
than the way the 17th Division 
fought its way. back tg the present 
line of defense/ while the march of 
the Royal Naval Division in the face 
of the enemy trying to pierce through 
on the British flank was a thrilling 
episode. I have been among these 
men and from the Generals and offi- 
cers heard a full narrative of those 
anxious. hours. 


One British unit was holding thej| 


line.in front of Hermies and Havrin- 
court on the morning of the 21st, and 
although under.that frightful bom- 
bardment after dawn, lost only 150 
yards of their trenches in the en- 
emy’s onrush with what might have 
seemed overpowering forces but which 
did not overpower. 

The British fought like Greek he- 
roes. They counterattacked ‘the en- 
emy, and drove him out of the ground 
a{he had gained. Hermies was attacked 
six times and  Havrincourt seven 
times, but the enemy fell in heaps and 
could not break through. The sunkén 
road at Demicourt from which he had 
deployed.

-and shrapnel again and again until 
the sunken road’ was heaped with 
their bodies laid out in rows.

PARIS, March 81.—The bombardment 
of Paris by long-range German guns 
was resumed at 2:15 P. M. today. An of- 
ficial note issued tonight says: 

The German long-range cannon con- 
tinued during the day to bombard 
the Paris district. One “person was

The battle is slackening, acc 
to news reaching Paris late tonight. 
The attacks of the Germans have 
been less violent and less numerous 
today, and it has been observed that 
the enemy is feverishly digging him- 
self in, particularly in the neighbor- 
hood of Lassigny. 

The general impression is that the 
situation is most satisfactory. 

Following is the text of the night 
official report: 

The Germans, exhausted by their 
sanguinary check of yesterday, made 
violent local attacks today at cer- 
tain points on the front. 

North of Moreuil the enemy gained 
mo success except in the region of 
Hangard-en-Santerre, where, after 
stubborn fighting, he succeeded in 
gaining a foothold in that village. 

Between Moreuil and Lassigny 
our troops, according to the latest 
information, recaptured Ayencourt 
and Montchel last evening, taking 
about 100 prisoners and 14 machine 
guns. Today, in the course of 
spirited engagements, they made a 
notable advance in the region of 
Orvillers. 

On the Oise front enemy detach- 
ments, consisting of a battalion of 
storming. troops, after haying 
crossed the river near Chauny, at- 
tempted to establish a bridgehead on 
the left bank. In a vigorous coun- 
terattack this battalion was com- . 
pletely annihilated or taken pris- 
oner. The number of unwounded 
Germans remaining in our hands ex- 


ceeded 100. 4

Apparently four guns are being used, 
two on each alternate day. The tubes 
of the guns,-which .are rifle guns, are 
rnore than sixty feet long. The installa- 
tion and adjustment of the guns must 
require at least three months. Doubt- 
less they are concealed under mountains 
of cement, rendering it most difficult 
to locate and destroy them. 


GENEVA, March 30.—Lieut. Gen. von 
Rohne, a German authority on ordnance 
and Inspector of Artillery, gives in a 
magazine of which he is editor addi- 
tional details in regard to the long- 
range German guns with which Paris 
is being bombarded. He says they are 
20 meters (65% feet) long. The empty 
shell weighs 150 kilograms, (330 pounds,) 
and the charge weighs the same. The 
projectile attains a height of 30 kilo- 
meters (18.4,miles) and descends from 
the sky like a meteor on its target. 

General von Hohne says it requires 
about three minutes for the shell to 
reach its destination. The greatest dif- 


ficulty in the way of increasing the 
range was overcome by sending the 
projectile high enough to reach the parts 
fied air?

The long-range gun of the Germans 
which has been shelling Paris for more 
than a week has been reported as: being 
placed in the Forest of St. Gobain, but 
deductions drawn from two different 
sources yesterday make it quite possible 
that it is in Laon, and that the Germans 
may even be using it under cover of the 
Cathedral in Laon. This would place 
the gun something over eighty miles 
instead of a little over seventy miles 
from Paris, Laon being about ten miles 
east of the Forest of St: Gobain. 

Lieut. Gen. Yon Rohne several days 
ago was reported as saying in the Vos- 
sische Zeitung of Berlin, according to 
an Exchange Telegraph dispatch from 
Copenhagen, that it was a waste of time 
for the citizens of Paris to ascend the 
Biffel Tower in an effort to catch a 
glimpse of the cannon. ‘* Only airmen 
at a height of 1,300 meters will be able 
to observe them,” said the General. 

A. mathematical deduction would lead 
to the conclusion that the cannon was 
something over eighty miles from Paris. 
This is further strengthened. by a para- 
graph in the Berlin War Office report 
of Saturday, published yesterday in 
THe “New York Times, which said: 
‘The Laon Cathedral, which has been 


considerably damaged. by the continuous 


bombardment, is threatened with’ de- 
struction from the fire of the French 
guns, according to the War Office.” 

If the German report is true, that the 
French are firing at one of their’ own 
cathedrals,.a grave reason for so doing 
must exist, military circlés here say;

LOCAL SUCCESSES 


Claim the Capture of Three 
Villages in» the Valley 
of the Luce. 


ENLARGE ON FOE’S LOSSES 


Berlin Says They Were “ San- 
guinary” in Vain Counterat. 
tacks Around Montdidier. 


BERLIN, March 31, (via London.) — 
The official report from General Head- 
quarters on today’s operations on the 
west front, issued tonight, says: 

There have been local successful 
yor between. Luce Brook. and the . 
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‘The empire has good reason to be proud 
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On thé héights west of the upper 
Ancre we repulsed .a British counter- 
attack. BetWeen the Somme-and the 
Oise we gained further successes in 
our attack, 

On both sides of the Luce Brook we 
penetrated the foremost British lines, 
which were strengthened by French 
regiments, and took by storm the vil- 
lages ef Abercourt, Hangard, and 
Demuin, situated in the valley, and, 
despite a most violent counterattack, 
threw the enemy’ back on Moreuil and 
the wooded heights to the north 
thereof. 

Between Moreuil and Noyon we at- 
tacked a newly brought up French 
army corps. 
repulsed the enemy over the Avre and 
took by storm the heights situated on 
the western bank. 

Many times repeated counterattacks 
by the French west of Montdidier, east 
of Fontaine and against Mesnil, which 
“nad been captured, failed with san- 
guinary losses. Fontaine was taken 
by storm in. the evening, and Mesnil 
was maihtained in stubborn fighting. 

Troops attacking from Montdidier as 
far as Noyon threw, the enemy hack” 
from his freshly constructed trenches 
beyond Assainvillers, Rollot, and 
Hainvillers, as well as on Thiescourt 
and Ville. Here also strong counter- 
attacks of the French collapsed. 

The Renaud Fort, dominating the 
Oise southwest of Noyon, was taken 
by storm, From all other points of 
the front very heavy sanguinary 
losses of the enemy are reported. 

From the other theatres of war there 
is nothing new.

“Atty one,’’ King George concludes, 
“ privileged to share these experiences, 
would feel with me pride in the British 
race and in that unconquerable spirit 
which will, please God, bring us through 
our present trials. We at home must 
insure that the man power is main- 
tained adequately and that our work- 
ers, men and women, will continue 
nobly to meet the demands for ajl ne- 
cessities of war,

The Germans are finding the going 
harder and harder as each day passes. 
Slowly but surely the check in the north 
is becoming positive, and the battle is 
dwindling to an effort to push forward 
the wedge in the south toward Amiens 
and the railroad between that town and 
Paris. Had the Germans been able to 
keep on schedule and advance at a rate 
which was predetermined and agreed

However, practically all of the fight-. 
ing is still taking place in this quarter, 
and the German effort still goes on. As 
far as can be seen at present, the Ger- 
man plan has of necessity been serious- 
ly modified since the beginning of the 
battle. At that time, while it was in- 
tended to move on to Amiens and either 
Paris or the coast ports—probably the 
latter as being the more apt to defeat 
the British—it was nevertheless a corol- 
lary step that the way should be cleared 
for the advance by a defeat of the 
British further north, that is north of 
the Somme. For reasons which have 
been pointed out before, the line in the 
south cannot continue to advance in- 
definitely while that in the north con- 
tinues to stand fast. 

Thoroughly beaten in the north, and 
in spite of their advance to the old 
Somme battlefield this northern group 
of German armies has met with a de- 
cisive defeat after suffering appalling 
losses, the German plan now apparent- 
ly is to create in the northern part of 
their active front the same unconquer- 
able bastion as that which marks the 
northern limit of the British Army. In 
other words, they are desirous of turn- 
ing the northern flank into another 
Vimy Ridge py constructing a new Hin- 
denburg line, in which they can beat 





off any counteroffensive the British 
may make. Thus they will secure the 
northern leg of the wedge they are 
pushing forward toward Amiens, and 
prevent disaster that would follow its 
caving in. 

We have definite reports that on this 
section of the front they are digging in,

Moving southward from the Somme, 
the first point affected in all of the 
bitter fighting of Saturday was west 
of Meziéres, where’ the Germans 
pushed a loop around the village of 
Moreuil and the wooded area to the 
north of it. Their victory here, how- 
ever, local as it was, was shortlived. 
Sunday morning the French, who hold 
this part of the line, counterattacked 
and recaptured both the village and the 
woods. Further south along the Avre 
River the Germans were more succéss- 
ful. Pushing the French back from the 
river south of Moreuil they deepened 
the wedge by about two miles, their 
lines encircling at their most eastern 
point Grivennes, about five miles from 
the Paris-Amiens Railroad. They also 
extended their lines slightly to the 
southeast and south of Montdidier. The 
latter gain is, Reet, entirely unim- 
portant. 

Along the eens leg of the salient 
from Montdidier to Noyon, the French 
line appears impenetrable. In fact, 
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the Germans have made but slight ef- 
fort to break it due to the unfortunate 
results their previous attempts pro- 
duced. Evidently the German purpose 


‘here is the same as it is further north, 


where the British are operating. If 
they can establish a line here of suf- 
ficient strength that the French cannot 
break it, their salient at Montdidier is 
without danger. But their failure so 
far to. construct such a line is shown 
by the successful activities of the 
French.

The cause of the Allies was favored 
all day by rain, which delayed the Ger- 
man transport and interfered with 
their movement of troops as well as 
prevented the movement of big guns, 
Such delay works to the Allies’ benefit, 
for each day’s gain gives them that 
much more time to perfect their offensive 
plans and to establish their defenses. 
Certainly the Germans will find the way 
but little easier as time passes. here 
is still no indication that the so- 
called army of manoeuvre of the Allies, 
which was formed by them at the Ver- 
sailles conference, has yet gone into 


action. In fact there ig little danger of 
this army being thrown in without the 
result anorisine us of this fact unmis- 
takably.

LASSIGNY FIGHTING CENTRE. 


French Guns Did Deadly Execution 
in Saturday's Engagements. 


WITH THH FRENCH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, March 30, (Associated Press.) 
—A great flood of German infantry 
dashed against the French lines today 
between Moreuil and Lassigny. It was 
purely a battle of foot soldiers. Heavy 
masses of Germans were huried against 
the French time after time, only to be 
cast back again by counterattacks, _ 

This. was especially. the case around 
Lassigny, the town which formed the 
limit of the German line before their re- 
treat in March of last year. The battle 








line fluctuated several times im the 


\] tween the various phases. 





course of the day, both sides displaying 
the greatest obstinacy. The French and 
Germans met often in hand-to-hand 
fighting in the villages of Orvillers, Ple- 
mont, and Plessis de Roye, where bayo- 
nets and hand grenades did deadly work. 

The French artillery sometimes found 
an opportunity for getting into action. 
It overpowered the much weaker Ger- 
man guns. Apparently the enemy has 
not been able to bring up his heavy can- 
non, the British and French, in retir- 
ing at the first rush when the battle 
started, ten days ago, having destroyed 
roads and small bridges. This prevent- 
ed the bringing up of powerful German 
weapons, and also put an obstacle in 
the way of the bringing forward of sup- 
plies. 

Moreuil was the scene of some of the 
hardest fighting of the day. The com- 
batants struggled in the streets until 
one side or the other succumbed. 

At one point German attacking col- 
umns came under almost point-blank 
fire of French 75s, whi¢gh did terrible 
execution in their ranks and caused a 
panic-stricken retreat of the survivors. 

The line of attack was extended both 
northward and southward during the 
day. Toward evening a slight lull oc- 
curred, but renewed activity was ob- 
served after dark, German reserves evi- 
dently having arrived on the scene. 

The ground before the French lines is 
covered thickly with German dead. The 
attackers are compelled to advance un- 
der a constant hail of bullets from clev- 
erly placed detachments equipped with 
numerous machine guns, whose presence 
is hidden from the view of the Germans 
until they come within a short, distance. 

French aviators had virtually cleared 
the skies of their German adversaries, 
so that the attacking infantry was with- 
out the valuable assistance generally 
afforded from the air. 

The opinion is general that the battle 
will be a long one, perhaps keeping up 
for months, with a series of pauses be- 
Whether the 
Germans will be able to make a demon- 
stration in another direction while ‘the 
present struggle is in progress remains 
to be seen, but indications point to the

The unit then concentrated at 
Barastre and dug in and, as its com- 
mander told me, the men were quite 
happy and not worrying. But the 
situation all round was serious. 

Other British troops on both flanks 
fighting against great odds were hard 
pressed, and the enemy was trying to 
Pierce their lines. Another unit, one 
which had lost heavily in the earlier 
bombardments before the battle, but 
had fought like tigers, had been or- 
dered to pass through the unit al- 
ready mentioned and take up a posi- 
tion near Ytres, but the enemy forced 
& gap at Bus and Ytres, and pressed 
his men forward in the hope of strik- 
ing through that gap and rolling up 
both these units. 

British Leadership Skfliful. 

On March 24 the position was grave, 
but it was then that the British troops 
were most splendid and their general- 
ship most skillful. The offi¢er com- 
manding the second unit referred to 
was always with his men on the 
firing line and controlling every dis- 
position, and in the morning he or- 
dered the whole unit to form into col- 
umns and march in front of Bus, 
where the enemy was in strength, to 
Haucourt l'Abbaye and High Wood. 
They marched in parade order with 
perfect discipline, throwing out a 
flanking guard with machine guns. 

And so those men, weakened by 
many losses but strong in spirit, went 
across the battlefield. Masses of enemy 
were. on their flank, and it was a 
great sight, and one which should be 
pictured in history. On the way they 
found food in some of the British 
stores and burnt huts at Le. Trans- 
loy, the Commander setting light to 
them himself, and the men who had 
been thirty-six days in the line held 
themselves straight and whistled to 
the tramp of their feet. 

Meanwhile the unit first mentioned 
was holding off the enemy, seriously 
menaced by that break through at 
Ytres. The enemy was advancing 
from Combles through Morval and Les 
Boeufs to Le Transloy, which was on 
the unit’s road, at the same time 
piercing westward from Ytres. itself. 


A Notable Rear Guard Action. 

It was a race for Le Transloy. If 
the enemy got there first all was lost. 
The commanding officer manoeuvred 
his men with fine skill, as on a chess- 
board, babes one part and then

ordered to the high ground to cover 
the transport moving away, and they 
put up a great fight. The enemy was 
shelling all the roads around Bapaume 
and Tillov, and the transport had to 
gallop through this fire. _One party of 
the. first unit Was detached from the 
rest in order to strengthen the posi- 
tion by Guedecourt, where the third 
unit was hard pressed and engaged 
in intense fighting, and did not re- 
appear until the withdrawal was com- 
plete to the present line. There was 
more hard fighting at Mametz wood 
and Fricourt. 

So on March 26 the first unit reached 
the journey’s end, having fought a 
continual rearguard action in which 
they: punished the enemy again and 
again and kept their line intact. It 
was as fine a feat as anything that 
has been done in this war. 

There was no rest for a time, and 
both the first and second units were 
called on to fight on the west bank of 
the Ancre above Albert, where other 
troops; badly fatigued, were being 
heavily attacked. Without a murmur 
these men who had fought down from 
Hermies and Havrincourt went to their 
aid. 

There was an hour in the night when 
it looked as if the enemy would break 
through toward Martinsart, and the 
commander of the second unit, who 
was sleeping deeply after many nights 
of sleeplessness, was awakened and 
told the enemy was near. Machine 
gun bullets were pattering on the roof 
and walls of the hut. The command- 
ing officer put on his boots, but a 
sharp counterattack drove the enemy 
back in time. 

The Scots of the Fifty-first Division 
also reached the final positions, not 
without losses, after fierce engage- 
ments in which the Highland battal- 
ions fought in their old way, which 
put them first on the Hst of those 
whom the enemy most fears. 

The Londoners had some trying 
days, but came through at last after 
killing many of their enemy. I saw 
many of these men yesterday, and 
some of them during the days of their 
fighting, and now that they are 
washed and have slept they seem like 
new men and not those who endured 
through many days and nights of im- 
mense bodily fatigue and continual 
nervous strain. They are wonderful 
men all of them, and so long as his-. 
tory lasts what I have told and also 
will tell with fuller detail will be re- 
membered in their honor by those who 
come after them when the agony and 
misery of this war shall been passed. 

Fighting on Friday and Saturday. 

After the heavy fighting around 
Arras and the minor engagements 
north and south of the Somme, the 
battle front quieted down on Satur- 
day, and there was one of those lulls 
in which the enemy reorganizes and 
develops new plans. His violent ef- 
forts against Arras have been com- 
pletely repulsed, and he suffered ex- 
tremely heavy losses.:n these attacks, 

A small party of British who were 
cut off in Roeux were withdrawn suc- 
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lines are firmly held. The only Ger- 

man gain was the capture of Marcel- 

cave on the Villers-Brettonneux road 
and the village of Meziéres, below the 
Amiens-Roye road. The British made 
@ counterattack on this place, but 
were held up by machine gun fire. 
Nevertheless they killed many of the 
enemy; and took wrenty tive. pris- 
oners. 

In patrol work north of the Somme 
the British troops encountered detach- 
ments of Germans, of whom they 
killed thirty and took five prisoners 
without suffering any casualties. 

During the last day of two it is be- 
coming evident that the German troops 
are beginning to lose some of the 
spirit which they had in the first ad- 
vance, and are becoming depressed 
and anxious as to the future of their 
wild gamble for decisive victory.. After 
their firat thrust with overwhelming 
numbers they no longer have so’mtich 
advantage and their losses are in- 
creasing. 

‘Merce Struggle in Cemetery, 

' Among the places where they have 
been hit hard during the last few days 
fs the village of Hebuterne, south of 
Gommecourt, a little fortified place 
with trenches running across its 
streets and'beyond a cemetery which 
I used to visit in the old days when 
the French held it under the spiritual 
protection of Notre’ Dame _ des 
Tranchées, and the material aid of the 
Soixante-Quinze, and afterward when 
the British used to go down its com- 
munication trenches from Fonquévil- 
lers, which’ they called, not without 
reason, “:Funky Villas.” 

One day last week the enemy tried 
to rush Hebuterne, and gained a posi- 
tion in the cemetery, a most sinister 
place of open graves and broken 
\tombs. When he put seven machine 
guns in position, our troops deter- 
mined to fling him out, and advanced 
upon the cemetery, but were checked 
at first by the tattoo of bullets from 
those deadly machines. They came 
back and reorganized, then swept 
through the village and charged the 
enhemy’s line, smashing it to pieces.- 

There was fierce hand-to-hand 
fighting, with bombing fights in which 
many Germans were Killed. Fifty 
prisoners were gathered in by our 
lads, and some of those whom I saw 
laughed at the thought of big German 
noncommissioned officers brought in 
by little fellows a head shorter’ than 
those blonde giants. There was bayo- 
net fighting in the streets of Hebu- 
terne and through an orchard, where 
apple and cherry trees are now in bud, 
though many branches have been 
lopped off by shellfire. 

At Bucquoy some of the Yorkshire 
lads had hard fighting, and with them 
went two tanks, which cleared a wood 
of the enemy. ‘There were many Ger- 
man machine guns hidden behind the 
trees. The Germans made a barrage 
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British Tank Crews Heroic, 


There are still reports, mostly from 
German prisoners, that the enemy has 
tanks in reserve, but so far nothing 
has been seen of them. In this battle 
many of the British tanks have been 
in action and have done gallant work. 
When the enemy began his colossal 
bombardment March 21 and broke 
through our forward defenses, some of 
our tanks, hidden in ‘the woods behind 
the lines, were gravely threatened 
with capture by surrounding waves of 
German storm troops, and it was im- 
possible to get them away rapidly 
enough. To the great grief of the 
tank pilots, it was necessary to blow 
them up, this destruction being done 
so that the enemy could make no use 
of them. 

Fortunately, other tanks were out- 
side the line of the first German ad- 
vance, and were immediately moved 
forward to engage the enemy. Some 
of them went into action against 
Epehy and Villers Faucon, which were 
then in enemy hands, and, supported 
by infantry, cleared Epehy of Ger- 
man riflemen and machine gunners. 
They also made a counterattack 
against the village of Roisel, and, with 
machine-gun fire sweeping from their 
flanks, drove the enemy out twice and 
covered the withdrawal of our Iine, 
At Hervilly they fought a gallant rear- 
guard action, and for two days de- 
fended the withdrawal of the infantry. 


Stubborn Rearguard Actions. 


The most. courageous action by: the 
British tanks was fought at Vaux- 
Vieaucourt, south of Bullecourt, 
which the enemy had captured. Our 
airplanes reported a heavy concen- 
tration of German troops for a furthér 
advance, and when this news was 
brought to the tank commandery he 
took immediate action on his own in- 
itiative and advanced his tanks at 4:80 
in the afternoon, followed by two com- 
panies of infantry. The enemy was 
in great strength, with machine guns 
and light field guns, and opened fire 
at close range as soon as he saw our. 
tanks bearing down on him. 

The landships did not alter their 
course, and made straight for the 
German trenches, packed tightly with 
troops, and raked them with fire. 
Their own losses were not light, for 
they were close targets for the enemy’s 
field guns, which hit them at point- 
blank range, but they inflicted heavy 
casualties on thé enemy, who fled into 
ditches and shell craters, “ene 
cover from these monsters. 

Some of our tanks were put out of 
action and lay derelict among the 


was maintained for sevéral hours, 
until at midnight the survivors came 
back to where our lines then stood. 
On March 24 the tanks fought a 
rearguard action between Barastré 
and Les Boeus without infantry eup- 
port, holding back German waves 
which tried to sweep arqund them an¢ 
eut off our infantry, then falling back 
to the new line. Our tanks slonghed 





‘among them, taxing up positions in 


the field of fire, raking bodies of Ger- 
man storm troops in open country and 
holding at bay hordes of men who at- 
tacked them with rifle apt machine 
gun fire. 

The enemy’s light’ field ‘guns came 
up later, and it was-then that the 
tank crews needed all their skill and 
‘courage and speed of manoeuvre to es- 
Cape direct hits. They fought their 
Way back, and I happened to meet 
them near Poziaéres, where.I stood a 
few mornings ago, when the enemy 
was in Delville Wood and Montauban 
and our men and guns were holding 
the nes around Albert. They came 
in single file over that barren land, 
slowly heaving across the crest. Their 
drab bodies were like the lumps of 
brownish earth below them, and were 
only visible by movement. It was a 
queer, uncanny procession. 

Other tanks have done good patrol 
work, scouting into villages along the 
Valley of the Somme and through the 
woods by Serre and Gommecourt, 
rounding up the enemy’s scouts and 
bringing back some officers and men 
as prisoners. The tank. pilots and 
crews have fought with utter disre- 
gard of their own lives and through 
many hours of day. and night until 
spent by long fatigue. Their deepest 
regret is that owing to the quick on- 
rush of the enemy in overwhelming 
numbers more of them could not stay 
and fight without being surrounded 
and caught. 

Cavairymen Scout and Fight. 

I am now allowed to say something 
about another branch of the service 
which has had bad luck in this war, 
though always ready for action and 
eager to play the part. which was 
theirs in the old days prior to the era 
of high explosives and machine guns. 
I mean the cavalry. Many ‘cavalry- 
men have been holding sectors of the 
line as dismounted troops, and/have 
been splendid in courage and endur- 
ance, but as mounted men also they 
have had a chance now and then and 
have done a good deal of scouting in 
the old-fashioned way, especially on 
the right of our line when the enemy 
was pushing out around Ham and 
Noyon. 

It was here that I saw them a few 
days ago when the enemy was report- 
ed to be moving down from Ham to 
Guiscard, where I happened to be. 
Near by a French regiment was 
bivouacked after a long march to get 
to our relief, and the villages and 
fields round about were flooded with 
the blue of the French poilus, who 
stood about trying to gather from the 
English Tommies what was happen- 
ing.

Fellovwed Methods of Riga Drive. 


Details of the first advance from St. 
Quentin to Noyon illustrate the new 
method pursued in this offensive in 
the particular way in which one large 
unit passes through another in order 
to- carry the movement forward as 
rapidly as possible.

TOKIO, Tuesday, March 26.—Follow- 
ing are the principal passages from 
the speech of Viscount Motono, Minis- 
ter. of Foreign Affairs, in the Diet. to- 
day: 

‘‘The general belief that intervention 
was proposed by Japan is unfounded. 
Our Government never proposed that 
step to any country, though we have, of 
course, been paying the closest atten- 
tion to the Siberian situation. Nor has 
the Government received any joint pro- 
posal from the Allies. If Japan’s inter- 
est in Siberia is threatened, the Govern- 
ment will be bound to take prompt and 
appropriate measures. [Cheers.] 

‘* But even in that case Japan would 


will certainly never imitate Germany 
in aggression. We declare that Japar 
has deep sympathy for the Rusian peo- 
ple, and that“We are only anxious to 
see that country’s — and order 
maintained.”’ 


TOKIO, Tues@ay, March 26, (Asso- 
ciated’ Press.)}—Japan has proposed no 
military action in Siberia, although if 
such a move should be suggested jointly 
by the Allies, it would receive the most 
careful consideration, said Foreign Min- 
ister Motono in addressing a joint ses- 
sion of Parliament today oy the eve of 
its adjournment. 

After reviewing the present conditions 
in Russia, the Foreign Minister said the 
Japanese Government was not concerned 
as to what form of Governnient Russia 
adopted. At present, however, Ger- 
man influence had permeated almost all 
of European Russia and was tending to 
invade Siberia, which Japan must view 
with the gravest apprehension, he said. 
Gonsequently, intervention had been dis- 
cusséd seriously at home and abroad. 

In order to prevent misunderstandings 
arising from false reports, said the For- 
eign Minister, the Government welcomed 
the opportunity to make the statement 
that Japan was not proposing or initiat- 
ing intervention. He continued: 

“The Imperial Government neither 
suggested nor proposed military action 
in Siberia. Nevertheless, it regards 
with gravest apprehension the eastward 
movement of Germany. Hitherto Japan 
has received no joint allied proposal, but 
if such a Proposal is received it will 
be considered* most carefully. This will 
be especially the case if the Siberian 
situation becomes worse, requiring de- 
cisive steps on behalf of the interests 
of the Allies, in which event the Im- 
perial vernment will not hesitate to 
take prompt and adequate measures in 
a wholehearted manner. 

“It is desired to make it clear, how- 
ever, that the Imperial Govérnment does 
not regard Russia as an enemy. Japan 
will not adopt an aggressive policy 
‘toward Russia, and does not hesitate to 
declare unreservedly and sincerely the 
deep and warm sympathy of the nation 
for the Russia people.’’

TWO YOUNG WOMEN SHOT 


Rioters Rald Hardware Stores in 
Search. of Arme—Machine 
_-Guns Awe Crowds. 


Special to The New York Times. 

QUEBEC, March. 31. — Anti-conscrip- 
tion rioting, which had been in progress 
sporadically since Friday night, started 
afresh at 8 o'clock tonight. 

Hardware stores were raided by the 
mob in an attempt to obtain arms, and 
a clash with the military quickly fol- 
lowed. 

Several thousand persons gathered in 
the vicinity of the armory determined 
upon releasing conscription evaders who 
were held there. 

The mob was charged by the cavalry 
guards, and many persons were slightly 
injured. Two young girls were among 
the civilian victims. Both are sutter- 
ing from gunshot wounds. 

Raids of hardware stores on the part 
of the mob started the trouble. The 
military followed these attempts. by 
clearing the firearnis and ammunition 
out ‘of the stores. Orders have been 
issued to the merchants not to have any 
firearms or ammunition in their places, 
and tho military are enforcing the or- 
der. 

Quebee tonight is being run on mil- 
itary lines. There is to be no trifling 
with the patrols. Crowds are moving 
about, and doing some howling at times, 
but are not taking the liberties with the 
soldiers that they did on Saturday night. 

The victims of the shooting are two 
sisters named Roach, whose home is’ at 
3 Blanchet Street. The elder Miss Roach 
was shot in the right shoulder, the 
bullet inflicting a slight flesh wound. 
The younger girl was struck in the left 
foot. Dalter Quart of 57 Datrigny 
Street also was shot in the right arm.

These three were shot while an at- 
tempt was being made to loot the 
Young hardware store in Bridge Street. 
Quart was on his way home after hav- 
ing left the Roach home, and had just 
said good-bye when the three were 
wounded. They did not see any one 
firing at them, but are of the opinion 
that the bullets which struck them 
were fired by’ persons in the mob. 

The military defeated the attempt to 
get into the Young hardware shop, ar- 
riving first and removing the weapons. 
The crowd then got away and sud- 
denly several men -attacked the Mar- 
tineau hardware store on St. Joseph 
Street. They broke in there, but the 
firearms had been removed. Baffled in 
this, they set fire to the store.

Riots Cause Indignation.

MONTREAL, March 31.—The rioting 
in Quebec City has aroused intense in- 
dignation here. Mayor Lavigeur of 
Quebec, who refused the proffered aid 
of the military until it was too late, 
has come in for bitter criticism. The 
Military Council has been in session at 
Ottawa since Saturday morning,. and 
Colonel Machin has been placed in con- 
trol both of the military and of the 
conscription enforcement measures. 

The question of declaring Quebec un- 
der martial law is now under consider- 
ation, That there is a widespread de- 
mand for such action to be taken, es- 
pecially throughout Ontario and the 
West, is undeniable, but the Federal 
Government does not wish to do any- 
thing that might be construed as. vin- 
dictive. 

There is a large section of the popu- 
lation of Quebec City that is not only 
hostile to conscription, but also is an- 
tagonistic to French Canada taking any 
part in the war. These objectors have 
resorted to all sorts of trickery in order 
to evade conscription. It is known that 
the Military Service act hag not been 
operated in Quebec City, or anywhere 
else in Quebec Province, not excepting 
Montreal, with the same rigor that has 
attended its ‘enforcement throughout 
Ontario and the West.

increasing influence that the Govern- 
ment purchasing has upon prices, by the 
necessity of, providing for increasing sup- 
plies for the Allies and the consequent 
reduction of civilian consumption, and, 
with all, the due protection of the pro- 
ducer and the civilian consumer, This 
change of policy may take the form of 
more definite and systematic. direction 
of the larger packers as to the course 
that they are to pursue from month to 
month, or may even take the form of 
operation of the packing house estab- 
lishments by the Government. 

The general economic forces bearing 
on the situation appear to me to be: 

1. The allied purchases for both civil- 
ian and military purposes in meats, as 
in many other commodities, have been 
consolidated by necessity of shipping 
conditions and by necessity of the Treas- 
ury arrangement for advances to the 
Allies until private trading has been of 
necessity eliminated. 

It is also becoming necessary for the 
Government to co-ordinate these pur- 
chases with those of our army and 
navy in order to prevent conflict in the 
execution of orders. This great con- 
solidation of buying has to some extent, 
and will increasingly, dominate prices. 

We have, since last September, recog- 
nized that the export purchases of pork 
products would affect prices, and, after 
consultation with important committees 
of swine growers, we last Autumn gave 
@ rough assurance to the swine producer 
of a minimum price, which we felt that 
we could maintain from the export buy- 
ing, and this has been maintained; al- 
though with considerable difficulty, 
and has been beneficial in stimulating 
production. The indications are that 
these purchases will now be further 
increased. 

The beef purchases have not, up to the 
present time, been sufficient in volume 
to more than temporarily affect price, 
but the present indications are that for 
some time in the future they will be 
greatly increased and to a point where 
they may affct prices materially. 

Injustice of Rising Prices. 

2. The increased quantities required 
for export must be obtained by either 
increased production or by reduction in 
civilian consumption, probably both. 

The reduction in civilian consumption 
can be obtained much the most equita- 
bly by voluntary reduction by the con- 
sumer and by moderate restraints, such 
as meatless days, &c., and while it may 
be contended by some that a reduction 
in consumption may be obtained by in- 
crease in price, such conservation is ob- 
tained by the elimination of that sec- 
tion of the community with the least 
purchasing power. In other words, con- 
servation by price becomes conservation 
for the rich and not for the poor; where- 
as an extension of the conservation 
policy now in force places reduction in 
consumption where it rightly belongs— 
on those who can save from plenty, not 
upon those who save from nourishment.

Dirsitor Says Public Must, Change 
Attitude from One of Charity to 
Practical Helpfulness. t 


In a discussion of the organization, 
work, and method of the Red Cross In- 
stitute for Crippled and Disabled Men, 
just éompleted by its director, Dr. 
Douglas ‘C.. McMurtrie, stress. is laid 
upon the necessity ‘of reform in thé 
public attitude toward the cripple if 
** reconstruction ” work for the maimed, 
both of military and industrial armies, 
is to be carried on successfully in this 
country. At the same time Dr. Mc- 
Murtrie reports encouraging success of 
the young institution, thus far, and 
prophesies that the work it‘is doing 
will prove of immense yalue when the 
military authorities find themselves 
confronted with the. problem of reé- 
habilitation on a large scale. 

The director. believes that the founda- 
tions for adequate scientific solution of 
a problem Jong handled in a slipshod 
manner in this country are being laid, 
and that sufficient education of the 
public will result in the development 
of ample opportunities for the re- 
absorption intg commercial and indus- 
trial life of men who in former years 
were considered helpless objects of 
charity.

THE SUBWA DEFICITS. 

Mayor Hywan’s’ Miscovery of the 
subway deficits has not shocked 
others as it did him. It is‘larger 
than expected through conditions un- 


foreseen by anybody, but not so much 


larger that such a factor asthe war 
does not suffice both to.explain and 
excuse the excess above expectation. 
In fact, the costs of the dual subway, 
including the enlarged deficit, make 
a creditable comparison with the es- 
timates, and the necessities of the 
city are such that should the dual 
subways be bought now, with the 
deficit added, they would. be thought 
cheap at the price. Certainly they 
could not be contracted for at that 
price now, for costs of construction 
have grown more than the deficit. 
It does not follow that the deficit 
demands an increase of fare to make 
it good. . The deficit during the con- 
struction period was foreseen and 
assumed by the city. ‘Nothing now 
requires the reconsideration of that 
policy, the\increase of the deficit be- 
ing inconsiderable in comparison 
with the magnitude of the enterprise. 

An investment of $400,000,000 is 
not affected by a deficit of a few 
millions before it is finished, and 
when the deficit is offset by munic- 
ipal betterments of almost priceless 
worth. The city is collecting taxes 
on valuations increased by the sub- 
ways; and the multitudes who use 
the Interborough sections are saving 
thousands of dollars daily in fares. 
The total of these sums. makes the 
deficit a matter of. indifference. The 
true policy of the city regarding 
higher fares on the dual subway was 
stated by Public Service Commis- 
sioner WHITNEY in his opinion in the 
North Shore application for a seven- 
cent fare: 

With respect to, the rate of fare 
on rapid transit lines, thé City of New 
York, with the aid of this Commission, 
long ‘ago fixed its’ policy and accepted 
for itself. the consequences of that 
policy. Municipal responsibility for 
financial consequences has been placed 
squarely behind the municipal in- 
sistence on the maintenance of a 5- 
cent fare. 

That separates the case of, the sub- 
ways from the surface lines. The 


surface lines must stand by them-/| 


selves, with their’ hard case set 
against. their objectionable record. 
The competition of the subways with 
the’ surface lines is severe, but not 
unfair. It takes Mobody by surprise, 
and the owners of the properties must 
abide by the outcome. To the surface 
lines relief can be granted either by 
reduction of taxes, or by making 
terms for addition to the city system, 
or by increase of fare. Whether the 
city wishes to make either arrange- 
ment is matter of doubt, considering 
the deficit which oan HYLAN 80 
magnifies. 

Possibly the city has had: enough of 
city ownership ‘at such cost. Pos- 
sibly it might change its mind when 
the advantages of the dual system 
are more clearly proved and the hard 
case of the surface lines puts their 
owners into ‘a temper to accept a 
fair offer. It is conceivable that the

FEDERAL TAX INSTALLMENTS. 

The canvass recently made by. THE 

Times of opinion qmong leading payers 
of Féderal income and excess profits 
taxes leaves no doubt of their desire for 
actommodation in meeting a burden- 
some demand. Banking opinion also 
favors such rélief to taxpayers by the 
Government as would relieve the banks 
from advancing money for tax pay-. 
If the 
banks are to be required to find the 
money for taxes, inaddition to the Lib- 
erty bonds and Treasury certificates, 
they would rather make advances on 
Treasury paper than on commercial 
paper. From the standpoint of the 
Treasury there is no urgency as re- 
spects the money. In fact, if the taxes 
were all to be paid the money could 
not all be spent at once, and it would 
be necessary for the Treasury to put 
the funds in the banks to prevent a 
lockup of cash. But the Treasury's 
estimates are based on the receipt of 
these taxes in cash, and the third Lib- 
erty Loan was reduced on that calcu- 
lation. - Three billions of Treasury 
certificates should be redeemed before 
the fiscal year’s close. 

With so much in favor of what tax- 
payers desire there is good reason at 
least for Congress to consider the situ- 
ation it has created against ample no- 
tide to it, and to those affected during 
the consideration of the tax laws. 
Without legislative action it is not de- 
sirable to create a precedent of play- 
ing: fast and loose with tax~ obliga- 
Moreover, the Treasury natur- 
ally would wish legislative sanction 
for carrying on its accounts a large 
volume of uncollected taxes. The 
Treasury must close its books with the 
fiscal year, and the taxes due must be 
accounted for in some way. The 
Treasury’s payments must be in cash, 
and notes in anticipation of taxes kre 
not available until their maturities. In 
fact, experience shows that it is often 
necessary to fund taxes for which 
credit has been given. Secretary Mc- 
Apoo has left no déubt of his personal 
good-will and open-mindedness toward 
the taxpayers, but he might well re- 
quire Congressional action before he 
assented or took any original action. 

In default of action by Congress, 
and with all regret, it is necessary to 
incline to the opinion that collections 
should take the course of which there 


/ has been such ample notice that all 


should. have made their: preparations 
to pay in full, or to avail themselves 
of thé ways already provided for dis- 
counting taxes by advance payments 
with allowance of inferest\ until ma- 
turity, or by investment in. certifi- 
cates provided for the purpose. Those 
unaware of these privileges are the 


only ones discommoded.

THE DEEPS MURMURING IN 
RUSSIA. 

The kaleidoscope of events in Rus- 
sia shows the Bolsheviki capturing 
Kherson from a German investing 
force of 500, the Ukrainians making 
overtures to the Bolshevist Govern- 
ment for an alliance, rebellious Poles 
in Minsk cutting telephone lines of 
communication with German bases, 
and the Soviet at Moscow planning 
the raising of a regular army to 
renew the war with the Germans. 
LEON TROTZKY realizes that as a de- 
fense force the “‘ Red Guards” are 
“helpless against disciplined troops.” 
He now sees that officers cannot be 
improvised. Accordingly, he has 
urged the Soviet to authorize the or- 
ganization of a regular army of from 
300,000 to 750,000 men. ‘“‘ We need,” 
he says, ‘‘a strong army to defend 
“ourselves in this critical world- 
** position.”’ 

The report that Trorzky asked the 
late allies of Russia for funds and 
equipment has not been confirmed, 
and judging from his tirades against 
Great Britain and France it is not 
true. TRoTzxky is still the rabid dog 
of statesmen, snapping at Russia’s 
friends and sympathizers. A quota- 
tion from. TaINnZ’s account of the 
Terror has been called up to give 
substance to the hope that the Rus- 
sians will yet ‘‘find’’ themselves, set 
up a Government, maintain armies, 
and march to battle against the Ger- 
mans who have betrayed and are now 
oppressing them: 

Of ‘the vast wave set in motion in 
1789 nothing remains but the foam and 
scum. All else has been rejected or 
has dropped out; first, the upper class, 
clergy, nobility, and parliamentarians; 
then the middle class; industrialists, 
merchants, and bourgeois; then the 
élite of the lower class, small propri- 
etors, farmers,°and artisans; in short, 
all the notables of every profession, 
condition; or trade, all that possessed 
capital, income, position, esteem, edu- 
cation, a mental and moral culture. 
To make up the picture, there was in 
June, 1793,. hardly anything left save 
‘the shifting workmen, the vagabonds 
of town and’ country, a degraded and 
dangerous mob, the outcasts, the de- 
-~praved; the abnormal; and in Paria, 
from whence they gave orders to the 
whole of France, their group—a tiny 
minority—found its recruits even in. 
that human refuse which infests every 
capital. 

To read this is to feel that Russia 
is no worse off than France was at 
the time of the Terror, and to nurse 
the hope that Russia will yet. rid 
herself of thé motley. band of fanatics, 
charlatans, and knaves who call 


that it hypnotized their minds, con- 


fused their standards, and i. 


}their energies. But to reason from 
‘growing unrest in Russia and the 
‘mouthings of the Trotzkys and 
Lenines that the present. arbiters of 
Russia will come to their se , ex- 
‘perience a conversion of so ane 
heart, ‘and summon their countrymen 
to’ take up the sword again and re- 
turn to the alliance they abandoried— 
that is to embrace a delusion. ‘* 
Militantly Russia is out of: the 


war. Politically and economically she. 


may still prove to be a. factor in 
it.” Sporadic rebellion against both 
the Bolsheviki and ‘the foreign op- 
pressor, chaos let loose, the whole 
country rocked with disorders, would 
compel ‘the German Government. to 
employ a large army on the border 
and in provinces fetteéred by the 
fiction of self-determination.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


A record nearly, if not 
quite, unique in Ameri- 
can journalism ‘is that of 
CHARLES HOPKINS ‘CLARK, 
editor of The Hartford 
Courant, who today attains, with the 
seventieth year of his life, the forty- 
seventh of his connection in one or 
another capacity with that oldest of 
Connecticut newspapers—the newspaper 
that is the: oldest in the country in the 
sense that none other has. been as long 
published in the same place without 
even temporary suspension or ‘change of

In a recent sketch of his own life, 
written with characteristic modesty and 
somethirg of humor, also characteristic, 
prepared by him for The Editor .and 
Publisher, Mr. CiarK told how, soon 
after his graduation from Yale in 1871, 
and after-a single attempt, fortunately 
unsuccessful, to get a place as teacher 
in Chicago; he applied for and obtained 
employment as a reporter on The 
Courant, then edited by CHarLes DuDLEY 
Warner and General JosepH R. Haw- 
tery. There he has since remained, as- 
suming the responsibilities of full man- 
agement on the death of -Mr. Warner in 
1900. 

Today, still vigorous and as alertly 
interested and concerned as ever in the 
events and policies of the passing hour, 
it can be said of Mr. Crark that be- 
tween him and The Courant it is hard 
to distinguish, for he is the paper and 
the paper is he to a degree more than 
uncommon now that journalism has be- 
come so much less personal than it used 
to be. Perhaps it would be more near- 
ly correct to say, now that the person- 
ality that is and must bebehind every 
newspaper of any influence and im- 
portance tends to withdrawal from pub- 
lic knowledge and notice. 

To this tendency Mr. CiarK has yield- 
ed less than most editors, but he‘ has 
remained in the older school ‘of editors 
without allowing either himself or his 
paper to be less than thoroughly re- 
sponsive to the spirit of the new age. 
Nor is all his attention confined to the 
conduct of The Courant. In listing these 
other activities Mr. CiarK himself sig- 
nificantly placed first. his membership 
in the Board of Directors and the Ex- 
ecutive Committee of The Associated 
Press, but he is also a member of the 
Yale Corporation and a Director in many 
insurance, industrial, and other corpora- 
tions,. several of them of a public char- 
acter, philanthropic, ‘and artistic. 


An Editor 
Active 
at Seventy. 


It is a notable fact, 
not without either 
meaning or impor- 
tancs, that in the re- 
cent references made 
by the Kaiser and his Generals to the 
enemies of Germany there is no longer 
any trace of the contempt which 
marked their utterances at the begin- 
ning of the war. And, curiously enough, 
at this hour, when the fate_of the Ger- 
man Empire, by the admission of them 
all, is staked on the outcome of one 
great battle, their former savage hatred 
of their foes has been replaced by an 
almost cordially. expressed respect for 
their’ courage and efficiency. 

This change of tone could be variously 
explained. It might be interpreted, for 
instance, as due to: confidence in the 
speedy success of the German arms, 
with domination of the world not long 
to be delayed. With. such confidence it 
would be both easy and natural for the 
Germans to émphasize the magnitude 
of their achievement by proclaiming the 
prowess of their defeated antagonists. 
Victorious pugilists always compliment 
those whom they have beaten. But that 
can hardly be the only reason for the 
recognition of British and French valor 
of which the German Generals and the 
German press are now so lavish. 

Added to that reason, probably, is a 
real respect, based on the knowledge 
forced upon them hy four years of war, 
that they were mistaken in thinking the 
French a worn-out nation, the British 
a race rotted by luxury, wealth, and a 
long peace. 

On the other side there is, because it 
is neither needed nor possible, no such 
change of sentiment to be observed, 
The Entente Allies have never doubted 
or denied the military strength of the 
Germans, nor have they now either oc- 
casion or inclination to reverse their 
judgment, their stern condemnation,’ of 
the utter ruthlessness with which the 
Germans have used and are using that 
strength. It will take more than Ger— 
man compliments to make the Allies 
forget the crimes of Germany, her vio- 
lations of every international law, the 
innumerable phases of her “ frightful- 
ness,”’ so characteristically illustrated, 
last week, by the wholesale slaughter 
of French civilians assembled in church 
on Good Friday.

“NO SOFT PE PEACE.” 


But One That ak Gorvinganda 
Germany’s Crimes. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

After each parade of Prussian power 
and barbarity, the world is systematic- 
ally told that the Germans are ‘willing 
to make peace. 

The system. worked with—and wrecked 
Russia. It.will be tried again, as soon 
as the Huns have a few gains on the 
war map, or as soon as the armies are 
again deadlocked. 

The time has come when it is the duty 
of every American man; woman; and 
child to resoive that there shall be no 
peace ‘‘made in Germany” until a vic- 
torious allied army forces the Kaiser to 
sue for peace on Prussian soil. ; 

The peace plea is coming as suré as 
the advertised ‘‘ offensive. " Like the 
Huns who made the recent attacks, it 
may be “‘‘ all dressed up in new clothes.”’ 
It will appeal to the pacifist, Socialist, 
Bolshevist elements of all nations. It 
will exhibit the very horrors of war in- 
vented by the Huns as a reason for 
stopping short of victory. It will plead 
that the criminals who plunged civiliza- 
tion into the ‘‘ blood bath” should be 
Pardoned, because it would Cees 50 
much to punish them. 

Prussianism_ will use all the arts of 
cunning, all the technicalities of spacious 
pleading, to convince us that it should 
be paroled rather than given capital 
punishment. If we are men, with clear 
vision of the issues at stake, we will in- 
sist that the war must not stop until we 
have won, until the Prussian outlaw is 
actually disarmed and imprisoned in a 
relatively small corner of that ‘‘ Middle 
Europe "’ he has sought to subjugate. 
All law is based on the ability and de- 
termination of men to protect them- 
selves, their wives and children from 
criminal classes. There can be no more 
real peace or safety for democracy with 
the armed bandits of Berlin at large 
than there can be peace and safety in 
a town where outlaws overcome the 
police force. : 

The Kaiser says he ‘“‘ wants no soft 
peace, but one which corresponds with 
Germany’s interests.” We should re- 
member this for the duration of the 
war and see that he gets no “ soft 
peace,”” but one that corresponds with 
Germany’s crimes against civilization.

The writer of this article questions the 
action of the British and American Gov- 
ernments and expresses a serious fear 
of the consequences. He considers it a 
dangerous proceeding even from &merely 
military point of view. Should the Dutch 
Government bé deeply enough incensed 
at the action of the Allies to throw them- 
selves into the arms of Germany,

But it is not merely military conntaeri« 
tions that worry. the writer of this 
article. He considers—and rightly con- 
siders—that the ultimate strength of the 
cause of the Allies is its moral quality, 
and asks how, except in degree, the act 
of the Allies in.seizing the Dutch ships 
ecah be distinguished from the action of 
Germany in overrunning Belgium.

“There is yet another measuré,” says 
Sir R. Phillimore, ‘ partaking also of a 
belligerent character,.-though  éxercised 
strictly speaking in time of peacé, called 
by the French le droit d’angarie.

they are at peace.” 

In Halléck’s ‘‘ International Law,'’ an 
American work edited by his Honor Sir 
G. Sherston Baker, an associate of the 
Institut de Droit International, the right 
is recognized and referred to jin the fol- 
lowing words: 

The jus angaria is a right denoting com- 
pulsory service. It is of great antiquity, 
being referred to in the New Testament, 
(Matt. v., 41.) By virtue ofthis right 
neutral vessels within the territorial 
waters of a belligerent may be appropri- 
ated by a belligerent on payment of a rea- 
sonable price for compensation. 

In Fall’s treatise on. international 
law, also edited by Atlay, the right is 
thus referred to: 

The general principlg that neutral

SOBER EASTER PARADE : 
WITH NATION AT WAR 


Simplicity and Conservatism Mark 
Women’s Dress as They Walk 
with Men in Khaki. 


The war laid an arresting ioe on the 
Easter parade-yesterday,'and suppressed 
very manifestly the tendency toward gay 
display in millinery and gowns which 
usually bas characterized such parades 
in past years. Even on last Easter 
Sunday, when America was just on the 
eve of declaring war, the: sobering effect 
of what was to come made itself:notice- 
able in the mdrked simplicity of women’s 
dress. And esterday. the same thing 
was true, only a hundred times more so, 
as it was quite apparent that many 
women were making last year’s styles 
serve for this year’s wear. 

In a sensé it might be said that there 
was no Easter pafade yesterday—Jjust 
the usual throngs that pour out of the 
churches,on Sundays, only much more 
inclined, by reason ‘of the weather, to 
linger in the open’ and enjoy the soft- 
ness of & real Spring morning. . Oc- 
casionally there was a sparkle here: and 
there of a brilliant, red hat, the flash of 
a satin or silk gown of unusually bright 
color. but the wearer in almost every 
case was a gitl just.at the top of her 
teens, who daringly indulged herself, 
even in wartimes, in a real new Easter 
bonnet and a‘new Easter dress. 

One mingling with the throngs as they 
passed up and down Fifth Avenue could 
overhear now and.then an expression 
sharp of criticism, even jyesentment, 
when some woman appeared to be guilty 
ef too lavish display in dress. But such 
an objection could not be raised,to the 
appearance of the Easter crowd as a 
whole. Quiet and sombre colors. pre- 
vailed throughout,- the. brightest touch 
in the dr of the women being created 
by the flowers which they wore. 


Many Men in Uniform. 


‘More striking, however, than the 
dresses worn, by, the women was the 
garb. of the,men.,,At times it seemed as 
though every fourth or fifth man was 
in khaki. Officers with bars on their 


shoulders, - noncommissioned officers 
with stripes on their sleeves, privates, 
naval officers with long blue capes, and 
sailors—these were the men whose dress 
distinguished yestefday’s procession 
from any Easter parade witnessed in 
this city -in many. years... Men. and 
women in the throngs remarked often 
with a thrill of pleasure the presence of 
soldiers in such great numbers, and fre- 
quently recalled that last Easter prac- 
ticaliy the only uniforms seen. on Fifth 
Avenue were those of-Canadian, Eng- 
lish, and’French officers. 

The Canadian, English,‘ and French 
officers were there yesterday, too—and 
even in greater numbers-than last year, 
but this year they were.outnumbered by 
American officers and soldiers. 

Fifth Avenue itself was less gayly 
adorned than it was last year, when 
flags were displayed in great clusters 
from every other building. ' Tne ‘decora- 
tions yesterday were less numérous and 
more severe. The seriousness ‘of a na- 
tion at war manifested ‘itself also in the 
expression on the faces of men and 
women as they. emerged from _ the 
churches, where ‘they were called upon 
from the pulpits to’ respond to the de- 
mands of the hour. They were neither 
too gay nor too depressed. The general 
tone was serious determination-to face 
great responsibilities and to endure, if 
need be, the great: suffering that the 
war still has in store for the people of 
this country, 


, Conservatism in New Styles. 


The dominating tendency of the new 
styles that Made themselves apparent in 
the parade was entirely toward mod- 
eration and conservatism. The hats of 
the women seemed to run largely toward 
the small turban shapes, many of them 
obviously modeled after the | khaki 
Winter caps of the soldiers. The poke 


bonnets. of' the civil war period also 
were present in great numbers. Tailor- 
made suits, ih blues, browns, and grays, 
were. prevalent. Military’, capes. and 
military jackets also formed a popular 
feature of, women’s dress. It was ap- 
parent, too, that. the utilization of. wool 
and cloth for army use had forced the 
dressmakers and tailors to Cognpiaine 
in cloth in. making skirts this year, 
causing a revival almost of the old 
hobble. skirt effect. 

‘Aside from the parade on Fifth 
Avenue; there: was another parade to 
be seen yesterday on Grand Street. The. 
east. side came out in force, clad in 
its modest pragi 4 tom as full of Pass- 
over gayety as the circumstances of the 
war and the fact that many sons, hus- 
bands, and brothers were called into the 
army. would permit.

HNO CONFUSION FROM CHANGE 


Some Churchgoers Were an» Hour} 
‘Late, but No Baseball Games Were . 
Called on Account of parinne’ 


~ 


Multitudes of mén, women, and chil- 
dren spent the extra hour of daylight 
yesterday, the first .day in which the 
daylight saving law went irito effect, 
in the city’s parks and recreation places: 
Coney Island was alive with an Easter 
throng that was estimated at from ‘50;- 
000 to. 75,000 persons. There were plenty 
of baseball games, and, so far as could 
be learned, no games were called “on 
account. of darkness.” Tennis 
and golf courses were popular, and 
games were played so long as there was 
daylight left, which Was up to 7 o'clock; 
according to the clock. 

«The law, however, did not go inte 
effect without some inconvenience »to 
those who failed to turn: their. time- 
pieces an hour ahead. “Many who failed 
to read the instructions given in the 
newspapers to turn the clock ahead 
awoke yesterday and found themselves 
an hour late at their usual Sunday ac-. 
tivities. The attendance at the churches 
was reported as unusually large, but 
many of the churchgoers were an hour 
behind the new time. Here and there 
was found a person who .insisted on 
sticking to the ‘old. time,” on. the 
ground that it was more nearly “ rooster 
time,” but on the whole the change was 
observéd generally. ‘Those who looked 
toward the sky at nightfall expecting 
to see a miracle were disappointed. The 
sun did not stand still at 6 o’clock, but 
there was sufficient light to read by 
and to play by.until 7 o’clock, which 
was about an hour more of daylight 
than there was tne previous day. 

The change had been announced a week 
ago in many of the churches;‘and some 
pastors had put up signs to notify the 
public that the Easter sermon would be- 
gin according to clock time. In th€se 
churches few were tardy. 

At the celebration yesterday. morning 
at the Aldine Club, speeches were made 


before and after the clock on the 
Metropolitan Tower d béen turned in 
sight of several ousand persons. 
Among those who spoke after 2 o’clock 
was Police Commissioner Enright, who 
took occasion to say that he, did pet 
think there. was a more loyal*body of 
men than those in the department. 

‘‘ And, furthermore, I want to say that

In the case of a man having a farm as 
a speculation, the extra amount of expenses 
in building up the‘farm in the way of 
fertilizing, better fences, and general im- 
provement of the farm, has been ruled to 
be capital investment, and such items are 
not deductible from the gross income until 
the ‘farm is sposed of, the transaction 
completed and "closed, and the profits and 
losses definitely ascertained.

‘This :.measure, ‘which goes to- 
morrow from the House to the Senate, 
should be law before next Saturday, 
when the third Liberty Loan campaign | 
begins.

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JEWS RALLY TO AID 
WAR SAVINGS PLAN 


Organizations Pledge Support te} tne 
Government—Royal Arca- 
num’s Activities. 


A rally of several hundred representa- 

tives of small and independent Jewish 
organizations in this city to advance the 
war savings movement was held in Ter- 
race Garden yesterday. Joseph- Baron- 
dess, ex-Commissioner of. Education, 
presided and the speakers included 
Jacob Wertheim, Michael Kley, head of 
the foreign language department of the 
War Savings Committee; Nathan Zvirin, 
Morris Caesar, and Colonel BD. L. Win- 
throw. 
_ The representatives present adopted 
resolutions pledging their support to 
the Government and promising to or- 
ganize among themselves war savings 
societies that would undertake to pro- 
mote the sale of thrift and war gavings 
stamps. The various organizations vied 
with each other in a demonstration of 
their loyalty. One man took from his 
poeket four $100 stamp books and said 
that he would increase the amount be- 
fore he was through to $1,000 werth of 
stamps. 

Arrangements were made for a larger 
conference of the small and unaffiliated 
Jewish organizations of the city to be 
held in the near future. 

The War Savings Committee wag in- 
formed yesterday that the Government 
would receive $8,000,000 yearly from the 
Royal Arcanum through the gale of 
thrift stamps. This estimate was con- 
tained in a statement made to the com- 
mittee by O, A, Williams, Supreme Re- 
gent of the Royal Arcanum. He also 
announced that the regents of 1,712 
eouncils would undertake to organize 
war savings societies and would obtain’ 
Pledges from their members to set aside 
a definite amount weekly for the pur- 
chase of stamps. 

The New York War Savings Commit- 
tee announced yesterday the formation 
of the first thousand war savings so- 
cieties outside of the schools. The ef- 
fort to enroll the people of New York 








in these clubs for systematic savings to 


support the Government will be con- 
tinued throughout the year. During the 
coming Liberty Loan campaign the ac- 
tual selling organization of the War 
Savings Committee will be combined 
with the Liberty Loan organization, to 
the end that during this period gales of 
both Liberty bonds and war savings

Labor Leaders. and Industrial

BOTH SIDES YIELD POINTS 


Union Concedes Open Shep” Prin- 
ciple Under Pledge That Griev- 
ances Will Be Heard. 


Labor leaders and officials of large 
industrial companies and railroads yes- 
terday studied the text of the program 
for settling labor disputes during the 
poet which waa submitted by ne War 

r Conference, consisting an 
equal number of representatives of labor 
and of capital, to William B. Wilson, 
Secretary of Labor. 


Both groups considered the decument 


as one of great importance, not only 
because it provided machinery accept- 
able to both sidea for the prevention of 
industrial disturbances during the war. 
but because it represented the broadest 
agreement which had ever been reached 
between representatives. of capital and 
of labor as to the fundamental principles 
which should govern tmdustrial rela- 
tions. 

While the agreement generally closely 
follews the principles: for which labor 
unions have been striving, in the matter 
of hours, wage standards, equal pay for 
women,-and the right to organize, it 
aleo brings labor unions and employers 
into, harmeny in indorsing principles 
which employers Have held to be essen- 
tial for raising production to a maxi- 
mum. Next to the prevention of sjrikes, 
the most important clause to the em- 
ployer ig the one which seta forth that 

“methods of work and operation on the 
part of employers or workers which op- 
erate to delay or limit production, which 
have a tendency to artificially increase 
the cost thereof, should be discontin- 
ued.” The right of employers to main- 
tain “open shop’’ conditions, without 
interference by coercive methods on the 
part of labor organizations, is a conces- 
sion by union: leaders.

Garfield, Fuel Administrator, has issued

The Fuel Administrator says he must 
have the support of the public now to 
keep the mines at capacity, and he 
promises every aid in return in the way 
of preventing profiteering and requir- 
ing the mines to furnish clean coal: The 
zone system providing short hauls ‘is 
in. effect now, and as an inducement to 
early buying the prices of all domestic 
sizes of anthracite coal are reduced 30 
cents a ton from .April 1 to Aug. 81. 

Mr. Garfield's statement follows: 

“We begin the new coal year of 1918s, 
19 with an obHgation resting upon every 
ditizen of the United States. to do his 
part, in- order that the coal supply of 
the country may be made adequate to 
meet the home needs of our people and 
the ever increasing demands for coal 
for fuel which grew out of the conflict 
in which we are now engaged. -Thels

East Asiatic Complications Empha- 
sized by German Paper.

THE HAGUE, March 31.—The Cologne 
Volkszeitung comments. on the report 
that Japan will not intervene in Siberia, 
saying that this sudden change within 
@ week may be ascribed to Amarin’ 
opposition. 

The paper calls athenitins to the 
significance of ‘* America’s control ’’ in 
Russia, especially in Siberia, and argues 
that the fact’ that a considerable portion 
of ‘Russian soil is in American hands, 
and that Russian mines are owned by 
Americans is often entirely overlooked. 
It stated that America makes loans to 
Rugsia only in return for material 
securities, but that this: ts compre- 
hensiblé in view of Russia’s increasing 
financial weakness. 

. Japan looks on this economic. policy 
with increasing suspicion, the Volks- 
zeitung says, as she would like to play 
the same rOdle herself, and that apart 
from his economic policy President.

America Hangs on Outcome. 


‘CHICAGO, March 81.—More than’ 100 
Industrial Workers, of the World will 
go to trial here tomorrow before Fed- 
eral. Judge Landis, charged with con- 
spiracy to disrupt the Government’s war 
program. A total of 165 men and one 
woman were named in the true bill re- 
turned by the’ September Grand Jury, 
but. forty have escaped capture, cases 
against ten have been dismissed and 
three, including the woman, Elizabeth 
Gurley -Flynn of New York, have been 
grented separate trials. 

The. Government’s charges comprise 
sabotage, including the slowing-down of 
production: and the wanton spoiling of 
material; propaganda for strikes to de- 
lay the output of war ‘munitions, ‘and 
covert intrigue against military. service. 

The trial, upon’ the outcome of which 
is declared to hang the fate of the syn- 
dicalist movement. in the: United States, 
may last for six months, in the opinion 
of Federal officials. 

The I. W. W. will be represented at 
the trial by George Vanderveer of Seat- 
tle, Otto Christensen of Chicago, and 
Mi.1 Catherine: Lowe, a member of the 
Kansas. City bar. The Government will 
be represented by Assistant Attorney 
General: William C. Fitts of Washing- 
ton, D. C.; District’ Attorney Charles 
F. Kijne of Chicago, Frank K. Nebeker 
of Salt Lake, and Claude R. Porter of 
Des Moines, Iowa, special assistants to 
Attorney General Gregory.

OF GLASS IN sREAD| 


Administrator Williams: Calls 
for Caréful Examination. 
of Flour and Pastry. 


NO TRACE OF A PLOT YET 


Chairman. Mitchell Will, | 
Confer with Governor on Legis- 
lation to Punish Offenders. 


Federal. Food Administrator Arthur 
Williams issued a warning to the pub- 
lic yesterday that many instances of 


“glass in bread had been reported to the 


Food Board and that all bread should 
be carefully inspected. The occurrence 
of glass in bread nas been so frequent 
during the last week that Mr. Williams 
decided yesterday to warn citizens as 
follows: 

“Jagged bits of glass fiaving © been 
found in flour and bread and bread 
wrappers, the public is advised to be 
most careful in the future when eating 
bread, rolls, cakes, and pastry.: House- 
wives should examine bread after it has 
been cut and made ready for the table. 
Where bread is baked at home, the flour 
should be thoroughly. sifted for foreign 
substances. Owners of bakeries and 
those -handling fléurs and substitutes 
used in baking are asked to have a rigid 
inspection made before these commodi- 
ties leave the: shipping rooms in bulk 
or in manufactured form. Where. Bus- 
picion is excited there should be im- 
mediate investigation. 

“ 5 of this character have 

sufficiently. frequent ‘to warrant 
the board in publishing this warning, 
much as it dislikes to be put in the po- 
sition of seeming to unduly alarm our 
public. These complaints have been au- 
thenticated by thorough investigation. 
It need scarcely be added that the board 
has already taken action to protect the 
public, and that any person or persons 
discovered placing foreign substances in 
eatables to the injury of the public will 
be prosecuted to the limit of the power 
of the State and Federal authorities.” 

The finding of glass in bread was first 
brought to the attention of the board 
about three weeks ago. It was then 
thought that it was purely accidental. 
But similar complaints continued to 
come from the same sections of thé 
city and the board set its investigators 
at work. One large baking concern. of 
the city was summoned before the board 
to explain the appearance of bits of 
glass in some of its bread. The officials 
of the company were amazed at the 
covery and immediately put a corps of 
detectives at work. 

Mr. Williams said there was as yct 
no evidence of an organized plot. He 
believes it is the work of malicious in- 
dividuals employed in bakeries.- Some 
inspectors insist that further investiga- 
tion will prove it is largely the work 
of pro-German fanatics, who allow 
themselves to be worked up by the war 
into a frenzied hatred of the American 
people. Hundreds. of German-Ameri- 
cans are employea in the bakeries of 
the city. 

It was annvuunced that John Mitchell, 
Chairman of the. Federal Food Board, 
would confer with Governor Whitman 
this wéek about obtaining some special 
legislation of a penal nature to cover 
this new problem.

14 HOURS, INATTENDED 


Hit at 5A. M. and Not Taken to 
Hospital Till 7 P. M., American 
Surgeon Says ‘in Letter. 


Captain Archibald: B.. Roosevelt,. oie 
was wounded on: March 11, when about 
to lead a platoon of raiding troops to- 
ward the German lines from an Amer- 
ican trench, lay for fourteen ‘hours 
without medical attendance where he 
had fallen when hit by shrapnel, 
became known here yesterday through 
a letter received by a New York sur- 
geon: from a medical. officer serving 
with the American forces in France, 

Captain Roosevelt was wounded in 
the leg, and his arm was broken in 
two places at 5 o’clock in the morn- 
ing, but it was not. until 7 at night 
that he was reached and carried to a 
hospital. 

No-explanation was given in the letter 
for this delay in giving him assistance, 
but it wasintimated that continual bom- 
bardment df the trenches made it fin- 
possible to. get aid to him. 

The medical officer with the-American 
forces, who was a New York surgeon 
before entering the war, wrote that he 
had seen Captain Roosevelt on March 
12, the morning following his rescue. 

“The Captain was wounded at 5 
o'clock the morning of the previous 
day,’ writes the surgeon, “ but it was 
not until 7 o’clock that night that he 
could be taken from the trénch. He 
was taken to a base hospital, where on 
the next morning, when I saw him, he 
was operated on.’’ 

Captain Roosevelt’s left arm was 
broken in two places, and shrapnel had 
penetrated his right leg and kneecap. 
In the mud and confined space “of the 
communicating trench Roosevelt, it was 
said, suffered considerably from his 
wounds, as the men with him, cut off 
as they were, had no means to ease him 
in any way. 

The New York surgeon who was pres- 


ent at the operation. wrote that treat- 
ment had brought the wound to a gat- 
isfacto condition, ‘and that the bi 
npeedy recovery was looked for. 

This letter was -the first direct in- 
formation as to Captain Roosevelt's in- 
juries other than mention in the press 
reports. Mrs. Roosevelt, who was at 
the home of her parents in Boston, yes- 
terday received her first’ messa rom 
net ee sband since he was wounded.
